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I.  General  Condition  cf  the  Corps. 

1.  Tho  Corps  is  preparing  whole  heartodly  for 
military  operations  against  Hongkong,  and 
also  intensifying  the' blockade  against  the 
enemy , 

1.  Preparations  to  attack  Hongkong  are  progressing 
smoothly,  and  are  expocte'’  to  be  completed 
early  in  December. 

2.  Fortifications  under  construction  for  the 
defense  of  CANTON  and  its  surrounding 
strategic  points  were  completed  during  the 
latter  part  of  November. 

3.  The  13th  Division,  the  ?lst  Hoavy  Field 
Artillery  Battalion,  the  4th  ard  l?th 
Independent  Engineer  Regiments,  the  8th 
and  11th  Epidemic  Prevention  and  Water- 
Supplying  Sections,  and  the  10th  River 
Crossing  Latorials  Company  loft  tho  command 
of  the  Corps  at  their  respective  positions 
at  00.00,  15th  i.nst. 

4.  The  45th  Air  Regiment,  the  main  force  of 
tho  10th  Independent  Air  Unit,  a  part  of  tho 
18th  Independent  Souadron,  and  the  direct 
co-oporation  unit  of  the  44th  Air  Regiment 
were  assigned  to  tbo  corps  at  end  of  this 
month . 
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As  the  If.'AI  Branch  Unit  in  HAINAN  had 
returned  to  thoir  criminal  units  the 
IATSUO  Branch  Unit  (consisting  mainly  of 
1  Infantry  Battalion)  was  organised  and 
despatched  to  above  place  from  Shantou. 

6.  The  units  of  the  GANG  Corps  in  CIITJNGTfSN 
districts  were  relieved  of  guard  duty  in 
the  middle  of  this  month  by  the  newly 
organized  3 AN JOT  a  Branch  Unit  (consisting 
mainly  of  2  Infantry  Battalions) 

II.  Preparation  for  the  attack  on  Hongkong. 

Upon  receiving  unofficial  instructions  to  attack 
Hongkong,  the  corps  wholeheartedly  prepared  and 
began  concentrated  movements  of  the  units  to 
attack  at  the  end  of  this  menth. 

1.  Gathering  of  Information 
Gathering  of  information  was  started 
from  the  middle  of  Showa  1?  /1940/ .  In 
August  of  this  year,  the  focus  of  the 
gathering  of  information  v/as  directed 
toward  Hongkong  and  endeavored  to 
grasp  all  asDccts  of  Hongkong  by  air 
reconnaissance,  reading  air  photographs, 
cariying  out  investigations  in  actual 
places,  ard  utilizing  all  typos  of 
intelligence,  moreover,  the  units  to 
execute  the  attack  were  ordered  to 
gather  the  Information. 

2 .  Training 

The  SAUO  Corps,  as  well  as  being  appointed 
to  guard  /duty/  since  the  end  of  Showa  19' 
/1940/  commenced  training  for  the  attack 
/or;  Hongkong/,  and  especially  executed 
training  of  t-*o  staff  in  attacks,  building 
of  fortifications,  attacking  fortifications 
of  a  special  type,  and  the  usage  of  mate¬ 
rials  ir.  August  cf  this  year,  and  field 
training  to  about  a  1000  officers  and  men 
who  are  to  be  the  main  ^ody  of  units 
attacking  five  positions.  Furthermore, 
in  the  beginning  of  October ,  when  the 
U0:  CDA  Corps  wore  relieved  of  guarding  the 
guard  area  excluding  the  intermediate 
district,  units  were  concentrated  and 
executed  regular  training. 

Since  the  MTAJILA  branch  unit  was 
stationed  near  the  British-Chir.ose  frontier, 
the  branch  unit  devoted  themselves  to 
training  for  the  attack  on  Hongkong. 
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3.  The  Repair  of  the  Transportation  Road 
in  tho  Rear 

Since  tine  end  of  September  repairs 
of  the  motor-road  bot'.voon  HUI.  EK  and 
PAGAN,  which  is  tho  main  transportation 
road  in  the  roar,  were  commo^ced  and 
completed  on  tho  8th  Oct.  as  prearranged. 

d.  Commencement  of  /Troop/  I  ovenonts. 

In  tho  last  part  of  this  month  SANO 
Corps  units  stationed  in  CHUKGIIEN  wero 
concentrated  in  IIULEN.  The  main  forco 
of  tho  SANO  Corps  concentrated  in 
FUSHAN  and  units  under  direct  army 
command,  in  tho  COTTON  area  have  commencod 
movemonts  gradually  to  the  HULEN,  TUNGXUN, 
and  SH3KLUNG  areas,  secretly  by  tho 
CANTON-SAI’SHUI  and  CANTON  KOY/LCON  lines. 

5.  Thus,  the  Corps  has  ordered,  on  tho 

30th  inst.,  preparations  for  the  attack 
on  Hongkong  and  end oavoring  to  keep 
the  plan  secret  arc  awaiting  the 
opportunity  to  open  hostilities, 

III.  Operations  and  Garrison  Duty 

1.  XI  Corns 

A  part  of  the  forces  ware  stationed  at 
HSIKAN  as  public  pc-aco  and  order  on  the 
right  bank  of  CHUXIA.NG  had  becomo  worse, 
the  remainder  being  engaged  in  guarding 
in  their  previous  disposition. 

2.  KOI  CD  A  Corps 

As  a  result  of  the  enlargement  of  the 
guard  area,  importance  was  attached  to 
the  FATSKLI  district,  and  cleared  the 
district  of  the  enemy. 

Furthermore,  in  the  middle  of 
November,  the  Kor'chern  SANSHITI  and 
Southern  TSUNCFA  districts  wore  cleared. 

3.  KITAJINA  branch  Unit 

Other  than  preparing  for  the  campaign 
against  Kcngkorg,  a  part  of  the  unit 
annihilated  the  communist  bandits  in 
HAKGSHfJPAI,  XUANGTOt-  AIT  TZUPATIEN 
districts  in  the  beginning  of  November. 

4.  ARAKI  Branch  Unit 

The  disposition  of  a  part  of  the  force 
was  changed,  and  together  with  enforcing 
guarding  more  rigidly  endeavored  to 
reconnoiter  the  offensive  plan  of  the 
enemy . 
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*>.  NATSUI  Corps 

In  the  letter  pert  of  October  a  punitive 
expedition  was  conducted  in  the  northern 
part  of  CI.’ACYANG,  the  enomv  brsos  ^eing 
annihilated. 

6.  3 Ah J G’JJS ,  and  !  ATSUO  Branch  Units 
No  change. 

7.  HAITlU  Unit 

As  well  as  executing  air-defenses  in  tho 
vicinity  of  CANTON.  secr€*tly  reconnoitered 
tho  HONGKONG  district.. 

The  summary  table  of  main  battles 
in  November  and  the  summary  ueps  are 
shewn  in  the  att .  died  chart  No.  1  and 
inserted  maps  No.  2  resnectivoly . 

Total  war  results  are  as  per  attached 
chart  No.  2. 

IV.  Peace  Conditions
